Attica hostages shot to death 


ATTICA, N Y. (U P I)- A medical 
examiner reported today that eight 
of the 10 hostages killed in the Attica 
state prison revolt died of gunshot 
wounds. 
Ten hostages and 30 prisoners died 
in the five-day revolt which was 
broken 
up 
Monday 
when 
state 
troopers, National Guardsmen and 
sheriffs' 
deputies 
stormed 
the 


facilities. 
It was not immediately known 
who 
fired 
the 
shots 
at 
the 
hostages—the 
prisoners 
or 
the 
storming troopers. 
A spokesman tor the Monroe 
Countv Medical Center in Rochester 
where the autopsies were performed 
said eight died of gunshot wounds. 
Cause of death of a ninth hostage 


was not known immediately. A 10t.h 
died Saturday after he was thrown 
out of a window. 
Prison 
officials 
had 
said 
previously that some of the hostages 
had their necks slashed by the 
convicts. 
Earlier today, two more convicts' 
bodies were found, boosting the toll 
to 40 in the bloodiest prison revolt in 


modern U.S. times. 
The toll was expected to rise 
higher. 
Prison officials said six missing 
convicts may be dead in the maze of 
tunnels beneath the 54 acre facility. 
Some 100 prisoners were wounded, 
many 
seriously, 
when 
state 
troopers, national guardsmen and 
sheriffs' 
deputies 
stormed 
the 
prison Monday. 
President Nixon told Republican 


congressional leaders in Washington 
today the loss of life would have 
been even greater if New York 
officials had not moved Monday to 
end the five dav uprising.

Southland heat wave continues 


LOS ANGELES(UV*Ti - Schools closed, the year’s 
first smog alert 
set off, power was taxed to the 
limit and crime dropped Monday as a heat wave 
baked Southern California with the temperatures 
soaring above 100. 


The mercury climbed to 106 degrees in Los Angeles, 
only four degrees short of the all time high of 110. It 
was even hotter in the suburbs as 114 was recorded in 
Burbank and 111 in Northridge. 
The Los Angeles Department of Water and Power, 
largest publicly owned utility in the nation, reported 
its earthquake crippled generating capacity was taxed 
to the limit as consumers tried to keep cool. 


At mid-afternoon, the demand was 3.4 million 
kilowatts, a single peak record. The normal afternoon 
demand is about 2.8 million. The system has a 
maximum load capacity of 3.5 million. 
The department anticipated the demand early in the 
day and appealed to sweltering citizens to turn down 
their air conditioners. It was the first such warning 
•since World War II There was no power breakdown. 
Police said it was so hot that the crime rate dropped 
as even criminals stayed indoors. 
The forecast today was glum. A high of 105 was 
expected 
The Los Angeles Air Pollution Control District 


declared the first smog alert of the year for the 
western part of San Gabriel Valley where the ozone 
concentration reached .55 parts per million parts of 
air. Motorists were asked not to drive unnecessarily. 
In the Burbank Unified School District some 15,000 
students were sent home early Monday and officials 
said pupils would be given most of the afternoon off 
today. 
Los Angeles schools were not scheduled to open 
until today, but in neighboring San Bernardino and 
Riverside counties, officials closed elementary and 
high schools. All outside physical activity, such as 
football practice, was cancelled 
The 
Riverside 
district, 
where 
temperatures 
reached 112 sent home 27.500 pupils and the San 
Bernardino system, with a 110 high. 35,000. The 
Alvard and Devore school districts also closed down 
Officials 
said

early in the morning for the 
next two days 
Weathermen blamed the hot spell on winds from the 
east, which bring hot desert air spilling over the 
mountains into the Los Angeles Basin, where it is 
trapped by the temperature inversion and further 
heated by the bright sunshine under almost cloudless 
skies. Ordinarily, ocean breezes from the west cool 
the city. 


Lompoc utility 


rate? increases 


denied exemption 


The federal government has denied Lompoc s request for exemption 
from President Nixon's economic policies, thus blocking an increase 
in solid waste pickup rates. A proposed increase in the electric power 
rates was also ruled out. 
City officials made the announcement this morning 
The City 
Council will consider what action to take during the regular meeting 
on Sept. 21. The Council faces the dilemma of having set the tax rate 
at the old $1.64 based on the belief that refuse pickup rates could be 
raised to $2.50 despite Nixon's wage price freeze. It is too late now to 
increase the basic property tax in the emergency. 
On Aug. 27, the council voted to go ahead with the refuse rate 
increase based on the legal opinion that the increase was a tax across 
the board and not a variable rate increase. 
As it stands now the city must absorb a deficit of about $17,000 
monthly, a figure that would have been covered by increases in the 
electric and refuse rate services. 
The council had ordered an increase in the electric rate to take 
effect on Sept. 1, and an increase in the refuse pickup rate effective a 
month later. 
On Aug. 27, the Council also approved the proposal of Councilman 
George Cotsenmoyer to declare a moratorium on all major spending 
and hiring. Cotsenmoyer made his proposal to shore up city finances 
in the event that the Review and Exemptions Board finally decided 
against a hike in the electric rates. 
Now the Council must decide how to make municipal ends meet 
without either rate increase for the duration of the freeze. 
Last 
Thursday Nixon told a nationwide television audience that he would 
end the freeze on Nov. 15. but that he would institute more moderate 
controls in the period immediately following

Reagan one week ago gave the 
legislature two weeks to enact 
withholding so the state general 
fund's cash flow squeeze could be 
eased and so employers could gear 
up for a Jan. 1 start for collecting 
the tax. 


The governor has maintained that 
tax reform and property tax relief 
can be handled as issues separate 
from withholding. 


But Senate leader James R Mills. 
D-San Diego, and Assemblyman Joe 
Gonsalves, D-La Mirada, chairman 
of the Assembly Revenue and Taxa­ 
tion Committee, Monday doused 
cold water on Reagan's appeal for 
enacting withholding separately.

giant General Motors Corp to close 
two of its plants, hoping that the 
world s largest corporation would 
use its political clout against court- 
ordered integration. 
Approximately 500 pickets massed 
in front of the gates of a Fisher Body 
plant before the start of the first day 
shift, jeering workers who went in 
and 
arguing 
with 
UAW 
repre­ 
sentatives 
who 
tried 
to 
urge 
employes into the plant. 
A shortage of auto bodies forced 
GM to shut down the companion 
Pontiac Motor Division assembly 
line, which employs 14.000 hourly 
workers. The only GM complex in 
Pontiac not hit by the boycott was 
the GMC plant which makes school 
buses. 
A Pontiac spokesman said the 
assembly line which produces 70 
cars per hour, would be halted, 
forcing 1,200 workers to be sent 
home early. 
“ We experienced more than 60 per 
cent absenteeism, 
said Albert F 
Platt, Fisher Body plant manager 
“ We cannot operate under these 
conditions. 
Platt said Fisher Body remains 
only four hours ahead of the Pontiac 
assembly line in its output of auto 
bodies.

Tropical storm Heidi, packing gale winds oi 60 miles per 
hour, headed past the New England coast today on a course 
toward Nova Scotia. Sister storm Edith wandered ashore 
on the northern coast of Mexico. 


Hurricane Ginger, with winds of 115 m.p.h., howled 1 500 
miles out in the Atlantic and weary forecasters also plotted 
the progress ot two tropical depressions. 
Heidi was expected to pass about 100 miles east of ( ape 
Cod. Mass.. earlv today and reach Nova Scotia this after­ 
noon with highest winds increasing somewhat. Heidi was 
moving north-northeast at 25 m.p.h. as she crossed the New 
York-to-Europe shipping lanes. 


Heidi s circle oi gale-force winds extended 150 miles to 
the east of the center and 50 miles to the west. New 
England residents were told to be on the alert in case the 
storm changed course and moved closer to land during the 
day. Small craft along the coast were advised not to 
venture into open water. 


Widespread rain in the northeastern states was being 
caused by a combination of a low pressure system over the 
Delaware Bay and Heidi, according to the National 


Weather Service in Washington Heavy rains were expected 
north and northeast of the storm as Heidi merged with the 
low pressure system today. 
Edith, which left 200 persons dead or missing when it 
crossed Nicaragua Saturday, was expected to weaken after 
hitting the northeastern coast of Mexico about 100 miles 
north of Tampico earlv today. I he tropical storm had winds 
up to 50 m.p.h.. and the National Hurricane Center in 
Miami said it would dump heavy rains, causing flash 
flooding in northeastern Mexico. 


Hurricane Ginger was by far the most powerful storm on 
the forecasters charts, but was no threat to any land area. 
It was moving east-northeast through the central Atlantic, 
about 1,500 miles east of Cape Hatteras, N.C. 
A tropical depression which appeared in the Atlantic 
Sunday was moving slowly through the Windward Islands 
toward the Caribbean, with showers and thundershowers 
likely to cause some flooding in the islands. 


A second depression was being watched in the eastern 
Atlantic about 1.400 miles west of the Cape Verde Islands. 
It was moving westward at 15 to 20 m.p.h., but the 
circulation 
was 
weak 
and 
did 
not 
appear 
to 
be 
strengthening.

San Francisco Monday became the largest city in the 
country to carrv out courtordered desegregation at one 
stroke with the busing ot 26.000 pupils ot the 50.000 assigned 
to its 97 elementary schools 
The massive undertaking was carried out with 
o 
violence, but a boycott by angry parents cut citvwide 
attendance nearly in halt 


In Chinatown, a bastion ot opposition to busing, the 
bovcott was almost universally observed 
At Treasure 
Island, the sprawling Navy installation m San Erancisco 
Bav where manv parents have voiced opposition only 14. 
ot ‘571 children boarded the shiny new yellow buses to be 
taken to schools in the citv. 


But Schools Superintendent Thomas Shaheen called the 
opening day ot the busing plan a success, particularly 
because there was no disruption 
“ We are extremely pleased that it has been a sate day. 
Shaheen told a late afternoon news conference. 
Anyone 
who wanted to come to school was not prevented trom 
doing so... 
Shaheen said 29,000 of the elementary school students, or 
41 per cent, were absent on the first day. but he could not 
indicate how many of those absent were assigned to ride 
buses to transport them to schools outside their own 
neighborhoods. 
• It’s much too early in the week to tell who rode the 
buses and who didn't, he said 
Shaheen said the normal absentee rate for the first day ol 
school is 10 per cent, 
“ But we are optimistic that enrollment will increase 
through the week, he said 


Bob Jacobs, cochairman of an antibusing group called We 
All Love Kids (WALK > said the boycott would “ get bigger 
during the week 
Jacobs claimed that "65 per cent ot the kids stayed out ot 
school' 
Monday 
and 
the 
boycott 
“ exceeded 
our 
expectations.' 
California s black superintendent of public instruction. 
Wilson Riles, toured several schools on the first day and 
said San Francisco had “ set an example for the rest of the 
nation. 


“ The beauty of what I saw today 
is that there was no 
hostility,' Riles said “ The children were together and they 
worked together 
The citvwide school integration was ordered by U.S. 
District Judge Stanley Weigel earlier in the year after a 
suit was filed by the regional NAACP office. 
Mayor Joseph Alioto. an opponent of busing who has said 


the court ruling will be overturned on appeal, said he was 
confident that "dissent in this community will be kept 
within the framework of the law. 
There was light picketing at some schools Monday and 
handbills in English and Chinese were handed out in 
Chinatown, whose residents had bitterly protested that the 
plan would destroy their traditional, bilingual cultural 
schools. 
A nationwide survey last year showed San r rancisco was 
the only major city in the country which even had plans for 
such a huge busing-integration program. 
Among other cities. New York city buses 116.000 students 
but almost all of them for reasons other than integration 
New York does very little busing for integration purposes.

OCEAN FISHING 
In spite of red tides which have been plagueing anglers 
lately, ocean fishing has been spiced with variety, to say 
the least. All was looking line, then up comes the daily 
breeze. Last week, as a starter, two boats from Port San 
Luis set out for albacore reported to be some twenty miles 
out. The report was correct and they came in with nearly 
seventy ’ long fins . They reportedly went thru the red 
water and started to troll, and finally hit the school. Exact 
distance was not divulged, but they lett at six in the 
morning and were back before three, so evidently they did 
not have to go far. 
At least not by albacore fishing 
standards. 
Then white sea bass moved in and several of them were 
caught bv the salmon fishermen Seems as though they 
have congregated near Point Conception and could be 
heading north This is too far for the average sportfishing 
boat to travel. However, party boats from as far south as 
Hueneme are on the job. 
Out of Morro Bay things are picking up for the albacore 
anglers, with partv boats going out daily. The fish are off 
Point Lopez, some sixty miles north of Morro, but only a 
short distance from shore. Boats are leaving Morro Bay at 
3 a.m. from Port Morro. 5th Street Landing and Virges 
Landing. Reservations should be made well in advance. 
Salmon fishing off Avila was picking up. but latest 
reports say that the winds are getting up again. Red tides 
do not help either. 
Rock fishing still holding the main attraction, with many 
limits ot good eating fish being sacked A party boat, the 
A.B.C.. runs daily from Avila providing there are at least 
six customers. A reservation is needed and can be obtained 
trom French s Tackle Store in Avila. 
FRESH W A TER FISHING 
Fishing at Nacimiento Lake has slowed down somewhat, 
according to Dick Kelsey, manager of the lake recreational 
facilities. Black bass was the leading action, with some 
nice strings taken on plastic worms. 
White bass are not breaking the surface in schools, but 
when located are easy to catch. A Rebel Fastback trolled 
over the I lats about 100 feet out seems to be the best method 
of taking a limit oi the small scrappers. 
Crappie fishing on the slow side but cooler weather 
should make the fish show up in larger quantities. Best 
method is a weighted spinner trolled in about twelve feet of 
water 
Catfish are hitting sporadically with some limits being 
taken. Night fisherman are getting the best results. The big 
lake has taken a lot of angling pressure, ending with the 
holidays, and will take a little time to get into normal 
production again. 
Margarita Lake has been lair to good on bass and cattish 
Not too mans anglers out, lake is weedy around edges. 
Lopez Lake reports trout up to 14" caught in deep water 
near dam and in the holes off Cottonwood Point. Little 
action on trout around the lake, which is getting very 
shallow in most spots. Lots of sunfish can be taken most 
any place In fact it would appear as though this small fish 
may be a problem, judging by the way they are taking over 
in the shallow parts of the lake. 
Trout are following the same pattern in Cachuma, hitting 
bait in deep water Best bait is cheese or red eggs, fished in 
sixty to seventy feet of water. 
Central and Northern California should be settling down 
to normal, with improved fishing in most areas as the fall 
season sets in In Homboldt County, not much doing in 
salmon action as far as the Klamath. Trinity and Eel 
Rivers are concerned. All water low. clear and warm. 
Ocean fishing has picked up off Humboldt Bay. In 
Mendocino County most water warm and clear. Russian 
River still slow. Some albacore have shown up within ten 
mile radius and some good catches reported In the Upper 
Sacramento - Shasta Lake area, water in the lake is tailing, 
but trout fishing remains good 
HUNTING 
Two Half Moon Bay residents will have a long time to 
reflect on the error of their ways This thanks to a judge, 
who in addition to a fine and jail sentence, ordered a 
liietime revocation of their hunting and fishing licenses. 
The two men were cited for possessing deer meat out of 
season, when a warden found the carcasses of four deer in 
one residence and the body of another in the other man s 
home They appeared in the San Mateo County Municipal 
Court and pled guilty After reviewing the case the judge 
fined them each $250. 10 days in jail, and revocation ot all 
hunting licenses forever This should be a deterrent to evil­ 
doers in that part of the state 


The new California duck stamp which was authorized by 
the Legislature will be required by hunters, in addition to 
the federal duck stamp and the regular hunting license. The 
DFG reminds hunters that the stamp is required to hunt 
migratory 
game birds except 
jacksnipe. 
coots and 
gallinules. western nourning doves, and pigeons. Proceeds 
from the sale of the stamps will be used to protect and 
propogate waterfowl and for the preservation of wetiands 
thru projects approved by the State Fish and Game 
Commission. 


The DFG warns hunters that with the late deer season 
and waterfowl and pheasant seasons close at hand, first- 
time hunters have not too much tune to qualify for a 
hunting license 1 nder a new regulation they can only be 
issued showing that the applicant, regardless ot age, has 
completed a safety hunters training course, or has in his 
possession evidence of owning a license in California or 
another state. 


* Every year we have numbers of parents and youngsters 
seeking hunter safety courses at the last minute, 
said 
Hilton Bergstrom. DFG Hunter safety training officer. 
And in many cases disappointed applicants have to 
postpone the hunting trip because they put oft the hunter 
training course 


Instructors are not paid, and also like to hunt, so are not 
readiK available at the last moment. The problem of 
instructors is more critical this year because many hunters 
want to ourchase first-time licenses

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
You may often complain 
that your eyes feel tired, 
that they ache, feel gritty or 
heavy, or that you can’t see 
as well as you used to. 
if so, you’re p r o b a b l y 
suffering from a form of 
asthenopia, visual discom­ 
fort. and you ought to have 
your eyes seen to by a spe- 
cialist-^and soon. 
"The eyes were meant to 
be used, not abused," ex­ 
plains Dr. Alden Haffner, 
executive director of the 
Optometric Center of New 
York, and a consultant to 
the Society of Visual Care. 


"One should not have a 
feeling of fear that he is 
overusing his eyes. He is not 
overusing them. The eyes 
are used throughout the en­ 
tire waking day. There is no 
such thing as o v e r u s i n g 
them. On the other hand, if 
one IS reading in poor illu­ 
mination, or is out in the 
sunshine on the beach and 
there is a great deal of 
glare, and he doesn’t pro­ 
tect his eyes from it. that’s 
abuse," Dr Haffner says. 
The optometrist says that 
except for a relatively few 
instances, "people do not 
really 
suffer 
from 
head­ 
a c h e s that have v i s u a l 
cause.” More often, it is a 
feeling of uneasiness and 
not a full-blown headache. 
If the problem continues un­ 
checked 
it can, however, 
turn to a headache as well 
as more serious problems. 


Among the common prob­ 
lems that can cause visual 
discomfort 
are farsighted­ 
ness, nearsightedness or as­ 
tigmatism, where one eye 
doesn’t focus properly. 
Or. the visual problem 
may not be in one eye or 
the other, but in the coordi- 
n a t i o n of both eyes to­ 
gether. A patient may be 
farsighted in one eye and 
nearsighted in the other, or 
he may favor and thus use 
one eye over the other. 
Just b e c a u s e a person 
sees his eye doctor one year 
doesn’t mean that none of 
these problems will be pres­ 
ent the next 
Dr. Haffner 
explains, "These can develop 
over the years. On the other 
hand, it’s quite p o s s i b l e 
that the individual has had 
the problem over the years, 
but he has adapted to his 
problem. Suddenly he will 
wake up one day and say. 
‘You k n o w, I can’t 
see 
clearly ’ 


"It’s not a matter of a 
p r o b l e m arriving on the 
scene, it has been there The 
ability to overcome the vis- 


eyes 


ual problem has decreased," 
Dr. Haffner says. 


Visual discomfort can also 
come from disturbances in 
depth perception, color vi­ 
sion or other problems in 
perceiving space, distance 
and direction. 


"It is very difficult to 
diagnose these problems by 
oneself. And simple visual 
tests such as the Snellen 
Chart you read when you 
were in school weren’t much 
help either," Dr. Haffner 
says. First of all, the Snellen 
Chart has very little diag­ 
nostic value, and secondly, 
youngsters routinely memo­ 
rize the lines of letters in­ 
stead of reading them, he 
explains. 


Because the individual i» 
the p e r s o n least able to 
make j u d g m e n t on the 
health of his eyes, the So­ 
ciety for Visual Care recom­ 
mends that a person have 
his eyes examined once a 
year to age 20, every two 
years between 20 and 40, 
and once a year after 40 
years of age. 


Further. 
Dr. 
H a f f n e r 
warns, "One should not self­ 
prescribe medicine for the 
eye on the basis of what he 
thinks is wrong with him." 
He was referring to the doz­ 
ens of different brands of 
eye drops on the over-the- 
counter (ОТО market. 


"This is not like taking 
aspirin for a headache," he 
adds to emphasize the poten­ 
tial dangers. For example, 
if a person is prone to glau­ 
coma, an eye disease char­ 
acterized by an abnormal 
pressure build-up inside the 
eye, and he uses certain 
types of eyedrops, he could 
precipitate a glaucoma at­ 
tack and damage his eyes 
pefmanently. 


What a b o u t using eye­ 
drops when a person has 


something in his eye? 


"If you can’t get it out by 
washing your eye with plain 
water, or by moving the 
upper lid over the lower lid, 
you should get professional 
help. Suppose it’s a smaU 
sliver of glass or a piece of 
metal. By rubbing it or fool­ 
ing with your eye you may 
further imbed the particle 
and cause more d a m a g e 
than by the foreign body 
being t h e r e in the first 
place," he explains. 


The emergency room of 
your local hospital is prob­ 
ably the best place to go for 
sucn treatment. 
A sock in the face, or a 
poke in the eye can also 
cause visual discomfort. 


"Every poke in the eye is 
a potentially serious one. 
Obviously if there is no pain 
and no redness or blood, 
and the individual gets over 
it in a few moments there 
is nothing to worry about. 
But the person, or parent, 
should watch the eye for the 
next few hours and if there 
is any problem, professional 
help is indicated."

To take the example u.sed in the Calitornia case, the 
lower middleclass district ot Baldwin Park in Los 
Angeles spent $840 per pupil m 1969, while upper-upper- 
cla.ss Beverlv Hills .spent $1.231 
The variance in tax bases in ('alitornia runs from one 
extreme of $103 per pupil in (he poorest district to 
another extreme ol $952,1.56 per pupil in the wealthiest 
di.strict 
The Calitornia Supreme Court ruled that this situation 
violates the equal protection ' clause of the Fourteenth 
Amendment, a breach ot the Constitution made no less 


repugnant by the existence of per-pupil funds provided 
by the state and by tederal gmants in aid. 
If the ruling stands, California, and most other states, 
must drastically and fundamentally revise the systems 
by which they finance their public schools. The obvious 
an.swer is for state governments to assume the full 
burden — that is, to collect .school tax monies statewide 
and di.spen.se them on an equitable basis statewide. Such 
a system is already followed in Hawaii. 
the repercussions of the California ruling might not 
stop there, however 
If money available to .schools is to be equal throughout 
a state, would it be legal for a district to tax itself extra 
in order to provide a superior education for its children? 
If inequality of education is unconstitutional within a 
state, IS It constitutional among the states*.’ That is, 
should a student be penalized because he lives m a state 
which cannot afford to spend as much on education as 
larger and richer states*’ 
If not. will the federal government sooner or later be 
calkni upon to “equalize " the financial quality of 
education among the 50 states*’

More woes 


City folk who will be getting still 
higher combined tax rate bills in 
November are being told that the 
county's 
expanding 
agricultural 
preserve program is a not-so-jolly 
green giant which is getting out of 
hand, adding to urban tax woes. 
This year Santa Barbara County 
was leading all others in the state in 
amassing 
agricultural 
preserve 
acreage: the forecast is that the 
rush 
under 
the 
preserve 
tax 
umbrella by this winter will bring in 
a total of ciose to 4(X) preserves with 
possibly 400,000 acres. 
This 
year 
the 
Board 
of 
Supervisors 
approved 
a 
59-cent 
county 
government 
tax 
levy 
increase, largest increase in any 
Southern California county in 1971-72 
fiscal year. 
The relationship is perhaps not of 
major consequence in the property 
tax picture, but there is a bearing. 
Assessed valuation of some 311 
preserves as of late this summer 
was about $19 million less, it was 
estimated, than the valuation would 
have been this year if the properties 
hadn't achieved preserve status. 
Thus, 
the 
**lost " 
tax 
revenues 
resulted 
in 
a 
higher 
county 
government rate this year than what 
normally might have been set, it 
could be argued 
The lag 
in assessed valuation 
increase was partly attributed to the 
building slowdown in the county, 
and 
the 
farm 
preserve 
factor 
situation. 
The 
fact 
that 
the 
Board 
of 
Supervisors 
has now 
given new 
impetus to a program which showed 
some indications of slowing down 
somewhat 
is 
bound 
to 
but 
the 
spotlight back on the farmlands 
once more 
The 
board 
agreed 
with 
the 
preserve 
advisory committee 
to 
lower the criteria for prime acreage 
units by allow ing economic units as 
small as five acres to qualify if they 
were joined with other small units 
to achieve one 40-acre preserve. 
Thus, the door was opened to 
allow scores of Carpintería Valley 
parcels - citrus and avacado farms 
and flower raisers - to enter the 
program This they are beginning to 
do 
The 
concept 
is. 
of course, 
applicable throughout the county, 
but especially favors Carpintería 
Valiev 
Up to now just about every other 
county area 
except the booming 
and ràpidiv-urbanized Goleta Valley 
has taken full advantage of the 
Land Conservation Act of 1965. 
Santa 
Ynez 
Valley's 
large 
landowners, 
hit 
by 
inflationary 
taxes, came in under the program in 
droves, 
followed 
by 
flood-hit 
L o m p o c 
V a l l e y 
f a r m e r s . 
Agriculturists in the open spaces ot 
Los Olivos. Santa Maria Valley, 
Si.squoc followed suit 
Uarpinteria Valley - many ot 
whose citizens recently prevailed in 
their urge to achieve a “ status quo 


111 valley development — is the 
latest to “ sign up" for the program 
to anv extent 
The high tax scare is driving other 
major landowners into the program. 


meanwhile Petan Co is seeking to 
put about 9,000 acres of Alisal Ranch 
near Solvang into a preserve. 
The program may come to a 
virtual end by 1972, some feel. By 
then most or all of the reported 
500,000 “eligible " acres could be in. 
That could also mean a total so- 
called “ loss " of $20-million to $30- 
million in assessed valuation, based 
on what has happened thus far. 
Critics 
of 
the program 
are 
numerous and they are headed by 
urban taxpayer groups which allege 
the program has shifted a portion of 
the property tax load from the 
f a r m l a n d s to 
the 
c i t y 
homeowner...while 
giving 
some 
large 
landowners 
substantial 
benefits. 
But 
prime 
objectives 
of 
the 
program — to preserve agriculture 
in a still largely agricultural county, 
to prevent open space from being 
decimated, and 
hold 
back 
burgeoning urban sprawl — appear 
to be on the way to being realized. 
Defenders of the program also say 
they feel it has helped keep taxes 
down 
in 
some 
areas 
... 
by 
forestalling urbanization which is 
increasingly seen as bringing on 
costly government services in its 
wake.
